(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains.

Claims 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Lungu. 

Lungu applies as noted in the previous office action except for the fact that the 
reference does not explicityly say that the ports rare inlets or oultlets and does not state 
how the coil is driven. The latter fact is, of course, irrelevant with regard to these 
claims. Since the device of Lungu is clearly used and disclosed as a valve device that 
can control flow, it would have been obvious to use one port as an inlet and one as an 
outlet. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 11 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Van Kampen in view of Lungu. 

Van Kampen and Lungu apply as per the last office action except as noted 

above. 
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Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/18/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In particular, with regard to Claim 1 the examiner has found applicant's 
argument convincing however the rejection of Claims 9-1 1 and 13 remain. The 
rejection of Claims 9-10 has been changed slightly for the reason noted in the rejection 
and the examiner's position should be clear from the rejection. The combination of the 
two applied references remains valid since there is no reason to believe that the valve 
of Lungu will be able to function in the Van Kempen environment or that it cannot be 
driven by a PWM source.
